Harrisburg. Jan. 30 
(AP).—Un­ 
loading of thousands of Pennsyl­ 
vanians from W.P.A. jobs to the dole 
during the next five months was 
predicted today by W.P.A. authori­ 
ties as the state’s burden of caring 
for the needy grew' heavier. 
Assistance Secretary Howard L. 
Russell reported that 741,500 per­ 
sons were on the dole in the third 
week of January. 
i In Adams county there was an 
increase of 26 cases as only four 
were closed and 30 were opened dur­ 
ing the week. The increase brought 
the total number of cases in the 
county to 334. This total represents 
1.336 persons and a weekly expendi­ 
ture of $2,501.60.) 
At the same time, a spokesman 
for W P A. Administrator J. Banks 
Hudson said the $750,000,000 con­ 
gressional deficiency appropriation 
for relief throughout the nation in­ 
dicated this .state’s W.P.A. payroll 
would have to be cut from its pres­ 
ent 240,000 to 140,000 by July 1. 
• A very large proportion—at least 
HO or 90 per cent—of those laid off 
by W.P.A. will come on the state 
relief rolls,” said Emmett T. Welch, 
statistician in the Department of 
Public Assistance. 
In the last two months, Russell 
reported, 68,000 persons have gone 
on relief because they lost works 
project jobs—bringing the ever-in­ 
creasing total on Hie dole to the 
highest in more titan three years.

Informed sources expected the 
legislature to seek an emergency 
foreign loan of about 1.200,000,000 
pesos (approximately $62,400,000>. 
The work of an army of carpen­ 
ters building mammoth wooden b ar­ 
racks to house the homeless of 
Chilian continued. 
The carpenters in Chilian, as in 
other towns, were Joined by troops 
and civilian workmen who kept at 
the task of removing the debris. 
Bodies still were underneath and 
there remained the constant danger 
of disease in epidemic proportions.

"The local franchises, while hav­ 
ing elements of property, confer no 
contractual or property right to be 
free of competition either from in­ 
dividuals, other public utility cor­ 
porations, or the state or m unici­ 
pality granting the franchise. 
"The grantor may preclude itself 
by contract from initiating or per­ 
m itting such competition, but no 
such contractural obligation is here 
asserted.”

OUSTED SENATE 
JOBHOLDERS TO 
SUE FOR WAGES 


Harrisburg, Jan. 30 <AP)—More 
than 80 democratic appointees, dis­ 
charged two weeks ago when re­ 
publicans gained control of the state 
senate, organized today to fight for 
approximately $200,000 in salaries to 
which they claim they are entitled 
—regardless of dismissal. 
Dennis J. Mulvihill, Pittsburgh 
attorney and former chief clerk of 
the senate, himself one of those re­ 
moved, said the democrats believed 
they were elected legally and entitl­ 
ed to be paid for the work they 
w'ould have done during this legisla­ 
ture . 
He asserted they had asked him 
to bring suit in Dauphin court, seek­ 
ing to force the state treasurer to 
make wage payments in the full 
amount of their services for the next 
two years—the duration of the leg­ 
islature. 
Mulvihill said he expected to carry 
the action ultimately to the state 
Supreme court. 
”1 think this is something that 
should not go unchallenged,” he de­ 
clared. 
"I believe we had a bona 
fide election, and two weeks later a 
rat ification.” 
As the then chief clerk of the sen­ 
ate, Mulvihill was one of the officials 
who escorted Governor James into 
the glass-enclosed reviewing stand 
for James’ inauguration 
It was one of his last official acts 


of office. 
Shortly thereafter, Lieu­ 
tenant-Governor Samuel S. Lewis 
assumed the gavel in the senate, and 
in a turbulent afternoon, the repub­ 
licans removed most of the demo­ 
cratic jobholders who had been ap­ 
pointed in the first organization ses­ 
sion of the new senate on January 
3. 
Mulvihill said the claims to re­ 
muneration were based on a prin­ 
ciple established in 1934 when the 
Earle administration tried to remove 
republican employes in the house of 
representatives. 
"The Supreme court held then 
that legislative employes are not 
dismissable at will, that they hold 
tenure of office for the two-year 
period 
of a legislature,’’ 
Mulvihill 
said. 
‘‘We do not contend that the 
courts 
have the right to reinstate 
us, but that the Supreme court can 
apply the act of 1919, under which 
it rendered that decision in 1934. 
and establish our right to be paid.”
